He is justly 
regarded as one of our ablest members in 
Congress, and his chances for re-nomination 
are the best Chi the Democracy of his dis- 
trict tliere is no discount ; it is -always good 
for sl majority too big to be counted, against a 
Know-Nothing or any other description of 
the “ring-streaked and striped” Opposition. 

In this district the Democracy intend to run 
James B. Clay. Let anybody beat him if he 
can.

Further Particulars of the Washington 
Homicide. 

Baltimore, Feb. 28. — The Washington corres 
pondent of the N Y Tribune of this morning 
iurmshes the following additional par.iculurs re- 
garding the Sickles Key affair of Sunday: 

For more than a year there have been floating 
rumors of improper intimacy between Mr. Key 
and Mrs. Sickles.' They have, from time to 
time, attended parties and the Opera, and ro e 
out together. Mr. Sickles has heard of these re- 
ports, but would never credit them until Thurs- 
day evening last. On that even ngjustas a party 
was breaking up at his house, Mr. S. received 
among his papers an anonymous letter, but willi- 
out opening his mail or knowing the contents of 
the letter, lie accompanied his wife to a “hop” at 
Willard’s. 

On his return home, at midnight, Mr. Sickles 
opened the anonymous letter, which informed 
him of the infidelity of his wife, and of her inti- 
macy with Mr. Key, and stating in detail the 
manner of their meeting, and naming the place of 
rendezvous. The letter was so plausible in its 
statements, and gave such precise directions for 
the detection of the parties in their assignation 
meetings, that Mr. Sickles decided to investigate 
the facts. Accordingly, he placed the letter in 
the hands of two of his most intimate friends, who 
last evening (Saturday) possessed themselves of 
the evidence, satisfactory to Mr. Sickles, that Mr. 
Key had rented a house of a negro, in I ifieenth 
street, which he used as a place of rendezvous 
with Mrs. Sickles. 

This morning, (Sunday,) being in great agony 
of mind, Mr* Sickles, in presence of two witness- 
es, charged his wife with having had illicit inter 
course with Mr. Key. At first Mrs. S. declared 
her, niiocence. Mr. Sickles then paraded before 
her the evidence of her guilt, when she became 
overwhelmed with the suddi n arraignment and 
fainted, and finally confessed hergudt. 

Mr. Sickles was not safi-fied with this verbal 
confession, but desired Mrs. S to qjake the 
confession in writing. She complied, and she 
also informed him how often Mr Key had been 
in the habit of seeing her, and his mode of tele- 
graphing to her, by the wave oi his handkerchief, 
when he wanted her to come out. 

Mr. Sickles’ residence is No. 7 President’' 
Square, in view of the Jackson statue, which is 
» P' osite tlje White House. In full view of Mr. 
S.'s residence. <‘n the other side of the square loVg 
street, is the Washington Club House which Mr. 
Key frequented, and from the window of which 
Mrs. S. says lie was in the habit of telegraphing 
her, with his white handkerchief. Jf Mr. S. 
was absent, she was in the habit of returning the 
signal. 

After Mrs. S. confessed her guilt, her husband 
demanded her to return to him her wedding ring, 
and desired her to write for her father to send fi r 
her, and take her in charge. Her f. therm Anto 
nio Bajiola, an Italian mi sic master in New York 
city, where he has resided about thirty years. 

tier mothei’s name was Cook, who was born in 
New York. Mr. S. married his wife when she 
was sixteen years of »ge He t ok her to Eng- 
land with him when he w as Secretary of Legation 
at London under Mr. Buchanan, and introduced 
her to the Queen, carried her to the Continert, 
and into the most fashionable society. He loved 
her with great devotion, mid lavished all his 
means upon her. They lived in elegant style here, 
occupying a house of $3,000 rent. 

Mrs. S. rode in a splendid carriage with “out 
riders;'* wore je * els to the value of $5,000, and 
seemed to want nothing that she did not h ive. 

Immediately after the shooting, the bodv of 
Mr. Key was picked up and conveyed into the 
club house, from which he was in the habit of tel- 
egraphing to Mrs S. Mr. Key is a nephew* of 
Judge Taney, and brothei -in-law to Mr. Pendlc 
ton, member of Congress from Ohio. The father 
of Mr Key was the author of the “Star Spangled 
Banner.” 

Key and Sickles were both intimate friend < of 
the President, and as Mr. S. has killed the Dis 
trie* Attorney, it will be necessary for the Presi- 
dent to appoint another. 

An attempt will be made to morrow* to issue a 
writ of habeas corpus, and bring Mr. S. before 
Judge Craw ford, in the hope to release him on 
bail. Mr. Key’s friends are quite indignant, and 
talk about shooting Mr. S. at sight. It is stated 
that Mr. fiutterworih. who was in conversation 
with Mr. Key when Mr. S came up, was in tfiiej 
house of the latter immediately before the shoot 
ing affair happened Mr. S. has one daughter, 
six years old, and Mr. Key leaves four mother- 
les** children, one a daughter twelve years of age. 

The Washington Star of this evening furnishes

(t is supposed that Sickles will be released on 
jail. 

Threats arc made that he w ill never leave the 
city alive.

CONGRESSIONAL. 

Washington, Feb. 26. — Senate — Mr/Hunter, 
of Virginia, called up the Army Appropriation 
bill. 

Mr Slidell r.sked leave to make an explanation, 
which was granted. Ho announced that he 
would make no further attempt to bring lip the 
bill for the acquisition of Cuba. Mr. Slidell re- 
capitulated the proc edings of yesterday. He 
sai l that at an early hour yesterday Mr. Wade, 
having announced his intension to speak against 
the bill, took the floor and moved to adjourn. 

Referring to the rules, Mr. Seward here de- 
sired the Senator to understand that the rules 
he spoke of were made for tne oppression of the 
minority. 

Mr Slidell said that, after the Sergean’.-at- 
Arrns had been directed to request the attendance 
of absent members, an appeal was made to the 
Senator from Ohio (Wade} and others, which 
was not responded to. The Senator from Mary- 
land (Kennedy) then addressed the Senate at 
some length on the bill. 

At H o’clock, a large quorum being present, Mr. 
Fessenden called Mr. Slidell to order, as he was 
not speaking to the subject before the Senate. 

Mr Hunter, at Mr. Slidell’s request, temporari- 
ly withdrew his motion, and permitted Mr. Slidell 
to go oil. 

When he had concluded, a large quorum was 
present. Still the Senators on the other side, 
who it was asserted had many speeches in reserve, 
refused obstinately either to speak or vote on the 
bill, and evinced a determination, by a series ol 
dilatory maneuvers, to prevent any final action 
upon it — a determination which, under the very 
defective rules of the Senate, it was entirely in 
their power to carry out. 

The Senator from Mississippi, a supporter of 
the bill, then moved to lav it on the table, at the 
same time declaring that he should vote against 
his own motion — his object being to obtain a test 
vote. This resulted in a vote of .‘10 to 18, thus 
establishing a clear majority of 12 In favor of the 
principle of the bill — a result which would not 
have been changed had the Senate been full, as 
the absentees had generally paired. 

Under the circumstances, Mr Slidell made a 
motion to adjourn, I cing satisfied that ihe bill 
could not be pressed to a vote, unless by a sacri- 
fice of the appropriation bills; thus creating the 
necessity for an extra session. 

On consultation w ith many of the friends of the 
bill, they have generally concurred in the opinion 
that it would be injudicious to again call it up, 
considering that the sense of the Senate has been 
expressed witli as much distinctness as it there 
had been a formal vote. 

Mr. Slidell gave notice, however, that he 
should again present the bill on the first day of the 
next session, when it can be introduced under the 
rules. 

Mr. Fessenden denied tliHt the minority had 
fa-tiously refused, either to speak or to vote on 
the bill. 

Messrs. Wade, Clark, and others, declarer! to 
the same effect — also Mr. Wilson, who mentioned 
that he had remarks to m ike on the proposition 
he vesterday introduced. 

Explanations were madebv Messrs. Thompson, 
Jones, Bright, and others, who were absent when 
the vo c was taken, that they would have voted 
with the majority. 

The subject was then dropped and the army ap- 
propriation bill was then taken up. 

The act appropriates as follows. 

For the recruiting -ervice $90,000, pay of army, 
$°,9 10,704, clothing $1 .220,000, subsistence $1, 
979,000, regular supplies of Quarter-master’s De- 
partment $169,000, transportation $<,009,000, 
purchase ot cavalry horses $290 000, Hospital 
$91,000. ordnance and armament $ 100 .000, ar- 
mories $2.Y), 000, arsenal* $107,000, miscellaneous 
about $200,000, 

The barracks are provided for by a special ap- 
propriation. Total army approp* i ition $15,000.- 
000. After several hours' debate the main ap- 
propriations were agreed to. as above 

Mr. Davis moved an additional clause appropri- 
ating about $1,000,000 for the fortifications; 
agreed to — 28 against 12. 

This, with minor amendments, sends the bill 
back to the House. The bill finally passed — 
yeas 24 nays 15. 

House — The House agreed to the report of 
the committee of con ference on the disagreeing 
amendments of both houses on the Indian appro- 
priation hill. 

Mr. Faulkner, from the Committee on Military 
Affairs, reported a bill to protect the timber grow- 
ing on lauds set apart by the Uuited States for 
militarv purposes. Those who unlawfully cut or 
wantonly destroy standing timber shall be fined 
$500 and be imprisoned one year. 

Mr. Nihlack. from the committee appointed to 
examine the accounts of the late Superintendent 
of Public Printing, made a special report that 
Peter S. Duval, of Philadelphia, late of the firm 
of Duval & Co., was examined some time siuce 



before that committee, and among other tilings 
he testified to the destruction in 1856 of the books 
of the firm, and denied having ever employed 
agents or others to procure work for him from 
the government and having ever paid any per 
cent, or bonus to any one for giving him work or 
procuring it for him. In these things he is posi- 
tively contradicted by a subsequent production of 
the books and by the testimony of Frederick 
Bourgin, his late partner, and Horatio C. Howard, 
late book-keeper of the firm. 

The post-office appropriation bill was taken up. 

Mr. Blair unsuccessfully sought to offer an 
amendment giving the Butterfield company the 
selection of the overland mail route. 

The House again voted on retaining the amend- 
ment appropriating money for the construction of 
post-office buildings. Agreed to by .94 majority. 
The hill passed by 4 majority in the same shape in 
which it was heretofore rejected. 

Mr. Plieips asked leave to introduce a tariff 
bill from the Committee of Ways and Means. 

Mr. McQueen objected. 

Mr. Phelps moved a suspension of the rules. 

Mr. Crawford denied that the Committee of 
Ways and Means had agreed to any tariff’ bill 
whatever. 

The House bill, which was read for information, 
simply provides that the operations of the 1st, 2d, 
and 3d sections of the act of 1857 are suspended 
for three years from June 30, 1859; from and 
after which time duties shall be levied and col 
lected according to the provisions of the act of 
1646, for three yeais ami no longer. All goods, 
wares, ami merchandise, which shall be in the 
public stores on the 1st of July, 1859, for con 
sumption, are subject to the duties prescribed by 
the aet. 

The House refused to su-peml the rules — yeas 
128. nays 68. 

Mr. Phelps sent up to the clerk’s table a reso- 
lution adopted by the Committee of Ways, and 
Means authorizing him to report a bill for the 
modification ot the tariff; that Mr. Morrill be 
authorized to report a substitute providing for a 
loan and modification, and that any other mem- 
ber may have the opportunity to otter an amend- 
ment to the amendment, &c. 

Messrs, Crawford, Burnett, Letcher, and others 
raised points of order, saying that the committee 
had not authorized the reporting of this bill. 

Much confusion prevailed, the members in every 
direction standing up, some loudly objecting to 
the present proceedings and others calling for or- 
der The Speaker, in a tone above the din, re- 
minded the House that he had sent for the Ser- 
ge;* nt-at- Anns to do his duty. 

Various questions were asked and answered in 
regard to the future proceedings should the rules 
be suspended. 

Mr. Phelps modified his resolution in pursuance 
of the terms of the resolution of the Commiitee. 

Hnally, the Speaker decided that, should the 
rules be suspended, Mr. Phelps’s bill, togeiher 
with Mr. Morrill’s amendment or substitute, will 
have to be referred to the Committee of the 
Whole on the state of the Union, for considera- 
tion thereon. 

The House refused to suspend the rules — yeas 
126, nays b" — a two-third vote being necessary.

The President transmitted a message to the 
House, returning, with his objections, Mr Mor- 
rill’s bill granting lands to the several States and 
Territories, providing colleges for the benefit of 
agriculture, See. IJe says: 

According to the report of the Inferior Depart- 
ment, over 6,000,000 acres will be required, which 
at the minimum price is equal to $7,575,000. 
This bill was passed at a period of great financial 
embarrassment, and should it become a law, the 
Treasury would be deprived ol nearly half its in- 
come. which for the next year is estimated at $5,- 
000,000 from that source. Should ihe thirty-three 
States enter the market with their land, at scrip 
price, the public land would necessarily diminish, 
and, considering the many land warrants in the 
market, the Treasury would be deprived of so 
much revenue. Should the time ever arrive when 
Slate governments look to the Federal govern- 
ment to maintain their system, the internal char- 
a ter of both would becuine greatly deteriorat- 
ed. Hence, the two should be kept entirely dis- 
tinct. 

Another consideration was that so much land 
precipitated on the market would benefit spec- 
ulators to the injury of actual settlers, and it is 
doubtful, for reasons stated, whether the proposed 
grants would conduce to the benefit of agriculture 

ihe President argues the constitutionality of 
the que-tion, showing that it was never intended 
by the framers of the constitution, in authoiiz- 
ing Congress to make the needful icsulations in 
relation to the public land*, that the land shall be 
given away. He purposely avoids any attempt 
to designate what portion of land may be granted, 
and for what purpose, to improve the value and 
provide for the settlement and sale of the re- 
mainder, without violating the constitution. 

In ibis case, he adopts the rule “sufficient unto 
the dav is the evil thereof.” 

Mr. Morrill said that the President has a right 
to express his opinion as to whether the hill is 
constitutional or not; and the members of Con- 
gress have the same privilege. The bill was not 
introduced as a party measure, and had received 
the sanction of men of all parties in the Hou<e. I 1 
was a measure near the heart of Washington, and 
yet the President had sent in a message to-day to 
strike down this bill, perhaps the only one propos- 
ed for the especial benefit of agriculture. The 
President has committed, it not a crime, at least 
a blunder. Mr. Morrill briefly replied to some of 
the President’s oljections. 

The question was then taken on the passage of 
the bill, the President’s veto to the contrary 
notwithstanding, which resulted in yeas 105, nays 
96. Not being two thirds, as required by the 
constitution, the Speaker ueclared the bill defeat- 
ed. 

The House then went into Committee of the 
Whole on the Naval Appropriation bill. 

During ihe discussion relative to the navy yard. 
Mr. Clark B. Cochrane said that the navy yard 
at Brooklyn was a political machine. If the ne- 
cessiries of the Democratic party required such 
places they should support them at their own and 
not at tiie public expense. 

Mr. Sickles said that the patronage of the navy 
yards was distributed upon the Opposition ns well 
as upon the Dern *cracy, and that the practice of 
rotating subordinates was initiated under Presi- 
dent Taylor. 

Mr. Clark, of N. Y-, regarded the navy yards 
as pest house schools of prostitution nr.d bribery, 
from whence issued bands of mercenaries to de- 
stroy the political liberties of the people. 



The bill was laidaside, and the Senate’s amend- 
ments to the Consular and Diplomatic bill, the 
Legislative, Executive, and Judicial Appropria- 
tion bill, and the Invalid Pension bill, were sever- 
ally acted upon 

The committee then rose. 

The House concurred in the committee’s ac- 
tion on all the Senate’s amendments. 

No further action was taken on the Naval Ap- 
propriation bill. Adjourmd. 

Washington, Feb. 28. — Senate. — Mr. Pugh, 
of Ohio, moved to take up the homestead bill, 
but the Senate refused by a vote of yeas 26, nays 
29, as follows: 

Yeas — Messrs. Bell, Broderick, Cameron, 
ChanJler, Clark, Dixon, Doolittle, Douglas, 
Fessenden. Foot, Foster, Gwin, Hamlin, Harlan. 
Johnson, of Tenn., Jones, King, Pugh, Rice, 
Seward, Shields, Simmons, Stuart, Trumbull, 
Wade, and Wilson. 

Nays — Allen, Bates, Bayard, Bigler, Bright, 
Brown, Chestnut, Clay, Ciingm^n, Davis, Fitch, 
Fitzpatrick, Green, Hammond, Houston, Hunter, 
Iverson, Johns n, of Ark., Mallory, Mason, 
Pearce, Polk, Ried, Sebastian, Thompson, of N. 
J., Toombs, Ward, Wright, and Yulee. 

Mr. Houston, of Texas, made his parting 
speech in closing his political career and review- 
ing and vindicating his Congressional course. 

Mr. Houston said that he had been 46 years in 
public life. IJe would leave posterity to deter- 
mine how he had spent it, and was content to 
stand on the foundation where it should place 
him. He embraced the occasion to rebut the 
cilumnies by which he was assailed; some of 
them recently circulated by persons animated by 
the deepest malignity. He, especially , cited the 
compilers of the Texas Almanac, just lain on his 
desk, and was severe on the Rev. James H. Perry, 
of N. York, who had recently lee u red on San 
Jacinto. That person who had joined the Texans 
from patriotism was connected with an attempt 
to 8*41 a free yellow girl in New Orleans. 

Mr. Houston said that he had placed him on his 
staff*, but he (Perry) had been for the last 12 
years engaged in defaming his diameter, although 
it was owing to his (Houston’s) clemency that lie 
was not txecuted in Texas lor holding communi- 
cation with the enemy. 

Mr. Houston reviewed at considerable length 
his own military career to defend it from the im- 
putation which his enemies had recently circula- 
ted. He concluded by saying that this was the 
last time his voice would be heard in that cham- 
ber. With tiie gentlemen who had successively 
occupied the seat he had ever attempted to cul- 
tivate friendly feeling-. He knew their great 
abilities, and they will exert them to give 
strength and stability to the Union His prayer 
will be that light , knowledge, and patr.otism 
may guide them, and that under their influence, 
peace, and prosperity may be secured to the 
latest posterity. 

On motion of Mr. Hunter, of Va., the post- 
office appropriation bill w as taken up. The 1st 
section appropriates for inland transportation of 
the mail $12,633,000; compensation to po-tmas- 
tors, $2,375,000; postmasters’ clerks, $95,00J); 
ship, steamboat and way letters, $20,000; adver- 
tising, $76,000; mail bags, $50,000; printed blanks, 
$80,000; wrapping paper, $50,000; mail locks, 
k<*vs, seals, and furniture. $15,000; special agents, 
$75,000; miscellaneous payments, $200,000; post- 
age stamps and stamped enve ops, $100,000; new 
edition of the post-office laws and regulations, 
$15,000. 

The second section appropriates for deficiencies 
in the revenue ip the post-office for the year end- 
ing June 30, 18»6, $3,836,700. 

Section .?d enacts that if the post-office reve- 
nue shall be insufficient to defray the appropria- 
tion of section 1st, the deficiency at the expiia- 
tions of each quarter of the fiscal year, shall be paid 
from the Treasury. 

The total amount appropriated is $19,500,000. 

After much discussion, extending till 9 o’clock, 
the 3d section was stricken out, and in lieu there- 
of, was inserted a section providing that the sum 
of $6,000,000 be appropriated from the Treasury 
to meet the deficiencies for the fiscal year, com- 
mencing witli the first quarter of 1859, but. that 
the Postmaster General shall in no case expend 
or incur any liabilities w hatever, in the appropria- 
tion for the current fiscal year. Adopted. 

House — Mr. Reagan, of Texas, made a person- 
al explanation relative to a dialogue recently be- 
tween himself and Mr. Bryan, his colleague, in- 
volving a question of veracity. After the collo- 
quy had been continued for some time this morn- 
ing, .Mr. Reagau asked whether Mr. Bryan in- 
tended to impute dishonorable proposals to him. 
If so, then they would know where they stand 

Mr. Bryan, in reply, said, among other things, 
if his colleague was aggrieved he knew where he 
could right the wrong. He should not shelter 
himself under any constitutional provision of his 
State. He was responsible for what he said here 
and elsewhere. 

Mr. Reagan charged his colleague with having 
sought to place him in the light of not being a 
good Southern man, but he (Reagan) had always 
professed to he a national man, repudiating all 
sectional heresies and fanaticisms, w hether com- 
ing f rom the North or South. He would resist 
all violation of the moral or statute law to build 
up political or sectional parties. He had once 
gone through the ordeal, and was ready again to 
meet the people of Texas on this issue. 

Much excitemeut prevailed iuthe House during 
the colloquy. 

The House took up the naval appropriation bill 
and concurred in .Mr. Sherman’s amendment reduc- 
ing the appropriation of $3,100,000 for repairs, 
armaments, equipments, and fuel for the steam- 
ers, j nd hemp, to $1,900,000, to bo expended as 
follows: $600,000 for hemp and other materials, 
and $100,000 for repairs, with the proviso that 
not more than $1,000 shall be expended at any 
navy yard for repairs unless the necessity for such 
repairs be demonstrated by the report of a board 
consisting of not less than three naval officers. 

The vote agreeing to this amendment was — 
yeas 122, nays 66. 

An amendment reducing the appropriation of 
$1,192,000 for ihe ten navy yards, to only $130,- 
000, was concurred in by 58 majority. 

The bill was then passed. 

Mr Phelps, of Mo., from the Committee on 
Wavs and Means, asked leave to report a bill to 
revive for two years the act authorizing the issue 
of treasury notes. Objections were made, and 
Mr. Phelps moved a suspension of the rules. 

The motion to suspend the rules was negatived 
— yeas 93, navs 108. 

Mr. Phelps moved to go into Committee of the 
Whole on the state of the Union on the miscella- 
neous appropriation bill. 

Mr. Covode, of Pa., inquired whether it would 
be in order to offer a tariff bill as au amendment 
to the appropriation b’ll 

The Speaker replied that Ihe chairman of the 
Committee of the Whole would have to determine 
that question, as it would come before him. 

Mr. Phelps’s motion was agreed to. 

Mr. Washburn, of Wis., moved to strike out 
the item of $250,009 for continuing the survey ot 
the Atlantic and Gulf const. 

After a debate, the motion was re ected. 

Washington, March 1. — Senate. — Mr. Shields 
presented the credentials of Mr. Douglas’s re- 
election from Illinois for six years from the 4th 
of March. 

The consideration of the post-office appropria 
tion bill was then resumed. 

Mr. Yulee, ot Florida, from the Committee on 
Post-offices and Post-roads, appended to this bill a 
clause similar to that on the Post- Routes hill, 
raising the rale of postage to live cents and abol- 
ishing the franking privilege. Agreed to — yeas 
29, nays 28. 

Mr. Millson, of Mass., said that the Post-office 
advertisement appeared in over seven hundred 
newspapers, which he considered w as a mere mat- 
ter of patronage, and therefore he moved that 
for the future the advertising shall be confined to 
two of the largest circulated papers in each State 
and Territory and two in Washington City. 
Agreed to. 

Mr. Wilson moved further to amend that the 
contract with the Butterfield Company for carry- 
ing the mails overland between St. Louis and San 
Francisco be modified so that the contractors 
may carry the mails between those termini by 
any route they may select. 

Mr. Yulee stated his objections, tint the But- 
terfield Company had the pre emption of land at 
certain points, which would thereby be increised. 
Also that by lengthenin': the route they might 
found a claim for increased compensation, in a new 
route might force the government to establish 
military posts, or might endanger the safety of 
the mails, besides many other reasons. 



Mr. Toombs showed that an addition would cut 
off’ five hundred miles of mail service via Mem- 
phis. 

Mr. Iverson saw in it only an attempt to deprive 
the South of the poor privilege of a mail route 
for the benefit of the North, and intended to in- 
fluence the route for the Pacific railroad. 

Messrs. Rice, Broderick, Polk, Bavard, and 
others took part in the'debate. It game out in 
the discussion that the overland conveyance costs 
from thirty -five to sixty dollars for each letter iu 
the mail. 

Mr. W ilson’s amendment w'as lost — yeas 19, nays 

Mr. Stuart, of Mich., moved to amend so that 
the Butterfield overland contract be reduced to 
weekly service, and tbe pay be $450,090, instead of 
$600,000 — agreed to. 

Mr. Broderick offered an amendment that the 
weekly mail between St. Joseph and Piacerville 
be accelerated to twenty days, at $110,000 
Agreed to — yeas 20, nays 19. 

Mr. Rice, of Minn., moved an amendment that 
there had he a weekly mail from St. Paul to 
Puget Sound, at the expense of $200,000. The 
vote on this motion was yeas 14, nays 15. No 
quorum. 

On motion, a recess was taken. 

Before the recess, Mr. Polk presented the cre- 
dentials of Millard Salisbury, U. S. Senator from 
Delaware, vice Bates. 

Evening Session — A quorum being present, 
Mr. Rice’s motion was voted on and carried— -yeas 
33, nays 4. 

Mr. Benjamin, of La., moved to strike out the 
$80,00(1 for the monthly overland mail from Kan- 
sas City to Stockton, Cal., after the expiration 
of the present quarter. 

House. — 9 he House proceeded to act on the 
amendments reported from the Committee of the 
VV hole on the state of the Union in the miscel- 
laneous appropriation bill. 

Among the most important amendments con- 
curred in arc the follow. ng: Reducing the $359,- 
000 apportionment for continuing the treasurv 
building extension to $50,000; striking out the 
apportionment of $200,000 for the Charleston 
and $259,000 for the New Orleans Custom Hous- 
< >*• A proviso was also adopted that no part of 
the amount appropriated to the patent office shall 
be paid to the delegates recently assembled here 
bv im itation of the Interior Department for con- 
sultation in relaiion to agriculture. 

I he bill was then passed. It makes appropria- 
tions for the coast survey, lighthouse establish- 
ment, survey of the public lands, &c. 

I lie House then went into Committee of the 
\V hole and took up the ocean mail steamer ap- 
propriation bill. 

An incidental discussion ensued involving th© 
questions that bounties should be withheld and th© 
postages pay for the ocean mail service — since 
American steamers are ready to render the ser- 
vice provided that t lie postal treaties which af- 
ford protection to foreign steamers and opf ress 
the American be abrogated; and the Postmaster 
General be directed to send mails by American 
steamers only, and so give them the entire ser- 
vice. 

During the debate, Mr. Hawkins said that the 
mail contracts were corrupting and that the boun- 
ties had farmed out the ocean and excluded all 
competition, by which means the Federal Treas- 
ury had paralyzed all private enterprises. 

Mr. Davis, of Miss., desired the defeat of the 
bill, so that one may be passed securing* an inde- 
pendent system of our own, without the aid of 
subsidies. 

The committee rose, when, on motion of Mr. 
Jones, ot Tennessee, the bill was tabled bv 11 

majority. 

The House then passed the hill making appro- 
priations to fulfill the stipulations of the treaty 
with the Yancton and Tonawanda Indians. 

The Senate amendments to the Army Appro- 
priation b: 1 1 were considered in Committee of the 
Whole. The amendment appropriating $227,000, 
the balance on Massachusetts’ account relative to 
the war of 1612, was debated and finally agreed 
to. 

Mr. Shorter, of Alabama, offered an amend- 
ment, which was ruled out of order, providing 
that Massachusetts shall pay the expenses attend- 
ing the enforcement of the fugitive slave law in 
that Stale.

The Academical year, which commences on Thurs- 
day six weeks after the third Wednesday in July, is 
divided into two terras of twenty weeks each, with 
a vacation of six weeks at the end of each term. 

During the winter vacation the Library is opened, 
warmed, and lighted, for tho use of the members of 
the School.
